Star Wars is out of release, so Dr. Strangelove, which finished #11, will be substituted (July 10, 
7:30). Admission to each is $4, $3 CM A members. 

The poll, conducted via forms handed out at the museum and other distribution points and 
through local press announcements, asked for each voter’s three favorite movies.
